Ana high school students from junior college social affairs. might perhaps 
bring about a better understanding than now exists. 

"Investigation shows that the ruling was passed for several reasons. 
If Santa:Ana high school students are allowed at college dances, they would 
éoon overrun the affairs, and there would be an undesirably close contact, 
which it is felt, would not help high school students to decide to attend 
the local college. 

On the other hand sigaeues from outside high Page, in being per- 
mitted to visit and make new friends here, may become interested and 
‘decide to enroll. The ruling, it is understood, was made to keep the junior 
college’ more entirely separate from the high school, and to.provide pub- 
: lieity fer the college. 

It is safe to assume, however, that few guests from neighboring high

There are four methods which might be followed in deciding the at- 
tendance, namely, to exclude only Santa Ana high school students (the 
ruling now in. effect), to exclude all high school students, to exclude all 
students but those enrolled in the junior college or graduates of the junior | % 


_ college, or to open the affairs to everyone. 
e last case is recognized by everyone to be very inadvisable, and it 
‘is felt that it is both unfair and unnecessary to exclude local: high school 


students and admit those of nearby schools. 
To exclude all high school students seems to us to be a logical solution 


of the problem. 


It would not only stop all accusations of unfairness, but 


would definitely limit students attending to college age and the affairs 


would then necessarily become really 


collegiate.
